faction, the Address of Mr. CLAY to the 
Colonization Society of Kentucky, and 
we regret that its length forbids its 
publication in our paper.

however, endeavor, from time to lime, 
to make some extracts, which, though 
detached, may be intelligible and in- 
structive. 
The following remarks, in 


relation to the Georgia controversy, e- 
vince that fearlessness and uprightness 
of character which has always charac- 
terized Mr Clay. The extract given by 
the orator, from the correspondence of 
our Ministers at Ghent, contains a so- 
lemn declaration of the rights of our 
Indians, made in the face of the world, 
by Messrs. ADAMS, GALLATIX, CLA\, 
and RUSSKL.

"But if there be no adequate recom- 


mendation to the w h i t e race of an u- 
nion by intermarriage with the Indian, 
we are enjoined by every duty of reli- 
gion, humanity, and magnanimity, to 
treat them with kindness and justice, 
and to recall them, if we can, from their 
savage to a better condition. The U, 
Stales stands charged with the fale of 
these poor children of the woods, in 
ihe face of their common Maker, and 
in presence of the world. 
And, as cer- 


tain as the guardian is answerable lor 
the education of his infant ward, and 
the management of his estate, will they 
be responsible, here and hereafter, for 
the manner in which they shall per- 
form the duties of the high trust which 
is committed to their hands by the 
force 
of circumstances. 
Hitherto, 


since the United States became an inde- 
pendent power among the nations of 
the earth, they have generally treated 
the Indians with justice, and perform- 
ed towards them all the offices of hu- 
manity. Their policy, in this respect, 
was vindicated during the negotiations 
at Ghent, and the principles, which 
guided them in their relations with the 
Indians, were then promulgated to all 
Christendom. 
On that occasion, their 


representatives, holding up their con- 
duct in advangeous contrast with that 
of Greai Britain, and the other powers 
of |E»rope, said : "From the rigor of,

QSORGM AND THE VUERQKEE 


IKDIAXS. 


Do our readers know what kind of 


laws Georgia has enacted lor the Cher- 
okees, whenever the general government 
ahull finally declare, that the faith of 
treaties, and protection of their laws, 
sh'all no longer be regarded? 
The, 


following clause of an act already pas- 
sed l>y that Slate, shall serve as a spe- 
cimen 


force in the said territory, by the said 
Cherokee Indians, be and the same are 
hereby, on nnd after the first day of 
June, 1830, declared null and void. 


"Sr.c. 9, 
That no Indian, or de- 


scendant of Indian, residing within the 
Creek or Cherokee nations of Indian's, 
shall be deemed a competent witness, 
or a party to any suit, in any court 
created by the Constitution or laws of 
this State, to which a white man may 
be a party." 


"Under the administration of this 


law," says the elouqent author of "Wil- 
liam Peon," "a white man might rob or 
murder a Cherokee, in the presence of 
many Indians, and yet the ofience could 
not be proved. 
That crimes of this 


malignant character would be commit 
ted, is by no means improbable ; but as 
saults, abuses, and vexations, of a fai 
inferior stamp, would render the servi 
tude of the Cherokees intolerable. The 
plan of Georgia is, as explained by her 
Senate, to seize five-sixths of the terri 
tory in question,and distribute it among 
her citizens. 
If a Cherokee head of a 


family chooses to remain, he may pos- 
sibly have his bouse and a little farm 
assigned to him. This is the most fa- 
vorable supposition. But his rights 
are not acknowledged. 
He does not 


keep the land because it is his own, but 
receives it as a boon from Georgia.— 
He will be surrounded by five white 
neighbors. 
These settlers will not be 


from the more sober, temperate, and 
orderly citizens of Georgia, but from 
the idle, the dissolute, and the quarrel- 
some. 
Many of them will hate the In- 


dians, and lake every opportunity of 
insulting and abusing them. If the 
cattle of a Cherokee are driven away in 
his presence ; if his fences are thrown 
down and his crops destroyed; if his 
children are beaten, and his domestic 
sanctuary invaded ; whatever outrage, 
and whatever injury he may experi- 
ence, he cannot even seek a legal rem- 
edy. 
He can neither be a party nor a 


witness. 
He has no friend who can be 


heard in his behalf. Not an individual 
can be found, who has any interest in 
seeing justice done him, and who, at 
the same time, has any power to serve 
him. 
Even the slaves of his new 


neighbors are defended by the self-in- 
terest of their masters. 
But he has not 


even this consolation. 
He is exposed 


to the greatest evils of slavery, without 
any of its alleviations. 
Every body is 


let loose upon him; audit is neither 
the interest nor the inclination, nor the 
official duty of the white settlers to de- 
fend him. 
Every body may destroy 


the Cherokees are neither savages nor 
criminals—that they have never en- 


his property; but no body is bound to 
keep him from starving, when his pro- 
perty ia gone. 
How long could a 


Cherokee live under such treatment as 
this ? 


Accustomed from his birth to feel- 


ings of entire equality £c independence, 
he would find himself at a single stroke, 
smitten to the earth, and there held till 
manacles of a most degrading vassal- 
age were fastened upon him. As soon 
as the net of Georgia Legislation is 
sprung over him, he is equally and 
instantly exposed to public persecution 
& private indignity. 
He feels himself 


to be a vagabond, even while standing 
upon the very acres which his own 
hands have laboriously subdued and 
tilled—an 
outlaw 
in 
the 
houses 


which he has erected and made com- 
fortable for himself, and which, to a 
white man, would be a castle—a tres- 
passer, for innocently treading the soil 
of his native forest—an intruder, for 
drinking the pure water of his native 
springs, or breathing the air of his na- 
tive mountains—a stranger among his 
neighbors—an alien on the spot where 
he was born. 


croachecl upon the lands of others- 
thai their only ofience consists in the 
possession of lands which their neigh- 
bors covet—that they are peaceful ag- 
riculturalists, better clothed, fed, and 
housed, than many of the peasantry in 
the most civilized countries—that they 
have sustained diplomatic "relations 
with the^whiles at different periods, 
from the first settlement of the conti- 
guous territory by Europeans—lhat 
these relations have ripened into a firm 
and lasting peace, which has not been 
broken by a single act of hostility for 
forty years; that the peace thus cement 
ed is the subject of numerous treaties, 
the basis of which are, a sovereignty of 
the Cherokees, limited in certain res- 
peels, by express stipulations, and 
guaranty, on the part of the United 
Slates, of protection and inviolate ter- 
ritorial limits—that the treaties have 
been the foundation of numerous legal 
enactments, for the protection of the 
weaker parly, whose title has been 
pronounced, by the highest tribunal in 
our country, to be worthy of the res- 
pect of all courts, till it be legitimately 
extinguished—that the Cherokees are 
not charged with having broken iheir 
engagements, or done any thing to for- 
feit the guaranty, which they had re- 
ceived as the indispensable condition of 
their grants to the United Stales—lhat 
they have always been called brothers 
and children of the President of the U. 
Stales, and by all other public function- 
aries, speaking in ihe name of the coun- 
try—that they have been encouraged 
and aided in rising lo a state of civili- 
zation, by our national government, 
and benevolent associations of individ- 
uals—that one great motive, presented 
to their minds by the government, has 
uniformly been the hope and expecta- 
tion of a permanent residence, as farm- 
ers and mechanics, upon the land of 
their ancestors, and the enjoyment of 
wise laws, administered by themselves, 
upon 
truly republican principles— 


that relying upon these guaranties, 
and sustained by such a hope, and aid- 
ed by the cultivation of their minds 
and hearts by benevolent individuals 
stationed among them at their own re- 
quest, and partly at the charge of the 


brought under the Laws of Georgia, ac- 
cording to which they can be neither 
witnesses nor parlies, in a court of jus- 
tice. 
Under the laws did I say ? It is 


a monstrous perversion to call such a 
state of things, living under law,— 
They are to be made outlaws on the 
land of their fat hers; and, in this condi- 
tion, to be allowed the privilege of 
choosing between exile and chains..

The Tariff.—Contrary 
to the indica-

ings in Congress, it appears that the 
subject of a revision of the Tariff will 
be seriously agitated at the present 
session of Congress. 
A bill for that 


purpose has been reported in the Sen- 
ate, by Gen. SMITH, ihe Chairman of 
the Committee of Finance, oi a very 
important character, if it is likely to 
pass, of which likelihood we can form 
no opinion. The bill proposes to mo- 
dify, from and-after the 30th day of 
June next, the duties on Iron, in bohs, 
Hemp, Molasses, Sail-cluck, Manufac- 
tures of Wool, all Cotton Cloths what- 
soever, Wool unmanufactured, Cloth- 
ing ready made, Cotton bagging, Cof- 
fee, 
Teas, Woollen carpeting, Shot, 


Flax, Salt, and some other articles.—It 
proposes to abolish, from and after the 
passing of the act, all duties on iron, in 
bars, prepared 
for Rail-ways; and, 


from and after the 30th clay of June. 
1832,to zdm'il, free of duly, Wines of all 
kinds, Teas o( all kinds, Spices, Coffee, 
Cocoa, various Fruits, Silks, China, 
Laces, Tin, Salt, Canton Crapes, Li- 
nen Cambrics, Lawns. Gauze, and a 
variety of other articles. 


This bill proposes measures of the 


deepest consequence: and, if seriously 
acted upon, uiil lead to great debates. 
Whenever it shall be entered upon, and 
perhaps before, we shall publish the 
bill at large.

IN SENATE, Jan. 25. 


Mr. Burden submitted the follow- 


ing 
resolution, authorising the ap- 


pointment of Commissioners to report 
on ihe subject of Public Education. 


Whereas, the diffusion of education 


is ihe best safeguard to the permanen- 
cy of republican institutions, and most 
conducive to the morality and happi- 
ness of the people: Jlnd whereas h is 
essential, that a uniform system of ed- 
ucation, whereby knowledge can 
be 


communicated in 
the most perfect 


manner to the children throughout the 
commonwealth, should be established 
and supported at the public expense. 
Therefore, 


Resoluerl, That the governor be and 


he is hereby authorised and required 
to appoint three commissioners, \\ho 
shall receive a reasonable compensa- 
tion, to be fixed by the next legislature, 
and whose d u r y it shall be to report to 
the next legislature,a uniform system of 
education lor children throughout the 
commonwealth at the public expense, 
to recommend and submit such books 
as they may think most suitable, and 
to prepare and submit a plan for the es- 
tablishment of school districts,together 
with such suggestions and observa- 
tions as may be necessary for a proper 
determination of the subject. 


And he it further resolved. That, for 


the purpose of acquiring information 
on the subject submitted to them, one 
or more of the said commissioners shall 
before the completion of said report 
visit schools in at least two of the 
states of the union, and that the A'&di- 
tor General lie and he is hereby autho- 
rised and directed to settle and adjust 
the accounts of said commissioners for 
the travelling, and other necessary ex- 
penses, in the performance of their du- 
ties, and the amount found due shall 
be paid by the state treasurer, in the 
usual manner.

Great exer- 


tions were 
required to afford some 


temporary relief. 
No doubt, the po- 


verty of the operatives in Yorkshire 
has been partly-caused by the efforts of 
the manufacturers of cloths to break 
down the American 
manufactures.— 


They have caused much embarrass- 
ment and loss to us ; but, with all their 
arts and their grindings of ihe poor— 
may fail of their generous purpose.— 
The American market will surely be 
lost to them, unless most important 
changes in their own policy shall take 
place.

On Saturday morning last, informa- 
tion was lodged at the office of T. Shep- 
pard, Esq. that an attempt had been 
made on the preceding night, to take 
the life of Mr. Disney, one of the de- 
puty keepers of the Penitentiary, and 
measures were immediately set on foot 
by that vigilant officer to ferret out the 
offenders. 
On Saturday night, under 


a warrant from Col. Sheppard, those 
efficien1 police officers, Jas. Jeffries and 
Charles Brown, attended by a number 
of citizens, scoured the city in search 
of them, but without success—On 
Sunday they were engaged in the same 
way, and with as little success. 
On 


Monday 
morning the Washington 


Stage was attacked, and the driver shot 
through the thigh, which gave renew- 
ed impetus to the exertions of the of- 
ficers, and in the course of llr.it day in- 
formation was received which induced 
them to believe that they would be able 
to discover the perpetrators of those 
two deeds in the course of that night 
Abraham Poteet, one of the party, was 
accordingly arrested by the officers in 
E. Baltimore street, near Harford Run, 
and lodged in the Penitentiary, he ha- 
ving escaped some months since from 
that institution. It was soon after- 
wards discovered that Abraham Po- 
teet, George Wilson, and John Riddle, 
ft he latter two had also been inmates 
of the Penitentiary} were the persons 
who had shot at Disney and fired upon 
the Washington stage. It 
appears 


that Wilson is the person who shot at 
Disney, and that one of the others snapt 
a pistol at him. 
After failing in this 


attempted assassination, which was 
undertaken solely to gratify feelings of 
revenge, they turned their attention to- 
wards the maturing of a scheme for the 
acquisition of money. 


On Sunday night u formal meeting 


was held, at which it was resolved to 
rob the Great Eastern Mail, and in or- 
der to put their resolution into opera- 
tion, they forihwith proceeded on the 
Philadelphia road as far as the neigh- 
borhood of the Herring Run, where 
they went deliberate;}- to work and 
built a fence across the road. 
The 


night being rather light, they became 
-alarmed, for fear the driver might dis- 
cover the fence in time to prevent their 
carrying their designs into execution ; 
they*therefore tore clown the fence, and 
retraced their steps to town, and took 
the station on the Washington road 
from which on Monday morning they 
fired at the stage. On this occasion 
Wilson and Poteet both fired in quick 
succession, Riddle being in company. 
Wilson and Ruidle were both arrested 
and committed to gaol to await their 
trial.

| Kast Market street, by Mr. James Jef- 
' fries, Mr. Charles Brown, and Mr. 


John Stewart, a private citizen. lie 
drew a knife and pistol and made a
